Employment Practice Act 
iv i t h regard to permissible 
and unlawful items on job
pplieation forms and in in-
erviews and help-wanted ad-
ertising.
"This Guide is the Commis- 0 

?ion's carefully considered in-
erpretation of what the law
 equires," said John Anson 
^ord of Los Angeles, FEPC 
chairman.

"The final version of the
uide grew out of full con­ 

sideration of the legitimate 
nterests and rights of every­ 

one concerned."
Employers throughout the £ 

State, Ford said, have been   
urgently requesting guidance 
on pre-employment practices 
ever since the fair employ­ 
ment law went into effect.

The Fair Employment 
Practice Act, administered by 
he Fair Employment Prac- 
tce Commission through the 

Division of Fair Employment 
Practice of the State Depart- 
ment of Industrial Relations, w 
became effective Sept. 18, 

359. The Act forbids private 
employers. State and local 
government, employ ment 
agencies, and labor organiza­ 
tions to discriminate because 
of race, religion or national 
origin or ancestry in hiring 
or promotion, in job applica­ 
tion forms or interviews, in 
help-wanted advertising, in A 
classification and referral to 
openings, or in admission to 
union membership.

The Pre-Employment In­ 
quiry Guide implements sec­ 
tion of the act forbids direct 
or indirect inquiries, before 
hiring, which touch upon the 
applicant's race, religious 
creed, color, national origin 
or ancestry. It bans the pre- ̂  
employment use of photo-  
graphs, birth certificates, or 
naturalization papers.

It applies to employen, 
employment agencies and 
labor organizations.

It does not apply to t h e 
employer of fewer than five 
persons; to non-profit social, 
fraternal, charitable, educa­ 
tional or religious associa­ 
tions; to children, parents,^ 
spouse or domestic workers 
employed in the home; or to 
live-in farm workers.

Regulatory Change Aidt 
Small Investment Firms

Small business investment 
companies licensed by the 
Small Business Administra­ 
tion would be allowed to pro­ 
vide equity capital to small ^ 
business concerns by pur­ 
chasing any classes of t h e i r 
stocks or bonds under a pro­ 
posed regulatory change an­ 
nounced by Donald McLarn- 
an. Regional Director ot the 
Agency.

The proposed change in 
the regulations governing the 
investment program is on* 
of several published by t h e 
Small Business Administra^P 
tion in the Federal Register 
of June 18. They are intend- : 
ed to give effect to amend­ 
ments to the Small Business 
Investment Act of 1938 
passed recently by Congress 
and approved by President. 
Eisenhower June 11.

At present, the investment 
companies may supply equity 
funds to small businesses^ 
only by purchasing debent­ 
ures which are convertible to 
stock of the small concerns 
at the option of the invest­ 
ment companies.

The amended Act removed 
the provision that SBA-lic- 
ensed small business invest­ 
ment companies may provide 
equity financing to small 
businesses only through the^ 
purchase of convertible de­ 
bentures, and made other 
changes in the original sta­ 
tute.

Mr. Me Iranian said elimin­ 
ation of t h e restriction on 
methods used to provide 
equity financing, together 
with other improvements in 
the Act, should result, in a 
greater flow of private fi^ 
nancing to small business. Afl 
the same time, he said, the 
new law should increase the 
ability of small business in­ 
vestment companies to bor­ 
row money from private 
sources against their holdings 
of small business securities.
